The ten-ton, moveable structure, 
suspended dr wheels beneayi the 
giant span, fell yesterday when a 
wheel slipped' from a girder on which 
It ran. tilting the scaffolding into 
Its fatal plunge.

Canberra. Feb. 18.—Prime Minister 
^Joseph A. Lyons, commenting today 
on ths defence debate In the British 
House of Commons, said the new 
programme "must be regarded as in¬ 
surance against war and as s definite 
contribution to world peace." 

"Whil« Australia’s defence bill is 
the highest per capita of ths Do¬ 
minions.” Mr. Lyons added. "We 
realise that for ths system of Im¬ 
perial defence to be effective there 
must be close oo-opcratlon and Aus¬ 
tralia. so far as she Is able, la pre¬ 
pared to qp-operate. 

The Melbourne Argus said no as- j 
^endlture waa too great to preserve 
national security. "A strong Britain 
Is almost s guarantee of world peace." 
the paper commented.

Ottawa, Peb. 18.—Rt. Hon. Arthur 
Meighen believes too many com¬ 
missions. federal and provincial, are 
functioning In Canada, at terrific 
expense to the taxpayers. 

“You can hardly look anywhere 
where there Is not a commission In 
operation In this country/' said the 
Conservative leader In the Senate at 
yesterday's sitting of the upper 
chamber. 

A few years ago there had been an 
Inquiry Into the Winnipeg Oraln 
Exchange and now the same ground 
was being gone over at a new grain 
investigation. 

Then, he continued, there was the 
textile coipmleelon, “which as far as 
Z can aee Is going to keep on com¬ 
missioning." 

"Lawyer, are employed at good pay 
and they teem to thing It la thalr 
Auty to uat money of thla country to 
propagate thHj particular tariff be- 
llafa hare, there and erarywhere." 
Senator Meighen declared. The 
federal treaaury aw# being exploited 
by lawyen on eome eommlaalona

An Ontario commlaelon waa prae-

evidenoe from a “string of young 
convicts" and he wondered what need 
there was for th« inquiry.

With Countries 

An approach to economic, aa eeien- 

ttflc as that to BUthematlra was! 
urged by A. W. Falvey. United BUtes 
exponent of th# single Ux principle, 
speaking at a meeting of th* local 
branch of the Henry Oeorge Associa¬ 
tion at the home of the president, 
Alexander Hamilton, last night. 

In the opinion of Mr. Falvey, sel¬ 
fish news and prejudice should have 
no more effect on civic polities or 
statesmanship than they had on 
mathematics. The law* of science, he 
said, wer* the same and unchanging 
for all people*. If economics were a 
set science, then Its rule* must be 
the same for all races and cultures, 
and should be no more affected by 
national differences than the multi¬ 
plication table. * 

He urged the group to M g*t their 
economics straight.'' studying the 
scientific approach regardless of text¬ 
books. and suggested that they take 
Henry George's Idem of the single tax 
as a point to start from. 

In this connection ha said that a 
recent survey conducted n California 
showed that 8B4 companies had paid 
out tl-33 In Uses for every dollar 
paid In wages, and $1.41 for every 
dollar ln dividends. This, be said, 
showed the encroaehnenl of the state 
into business. 

In his discussion of economics, Mr. 
Falvey attacked Karl Marx aa “the 
world's greatest mlschlsf-maksr.’*

Although highly 
honored when he returned to hU 
home in Rhode Island, be retired with 
Mr family to hie estate in Georgia. 
There. In 1786. at the age of forty- 
four, he died of sunstroke.

Oermany, Italy 
and Oroat Britain are said to possess 
from 1.000 to 7,000 military airplanes 
aploee, and art racing to add to tho 
number.

■pain showed two little Bpanlah girls, 
aged about nine and eleven, lying 
dead in a street of Madrid. They 
were victims of a bomb dropped oa 
the city from an airplane. 

Modem "wmr doea not spore women 
or children or aged men. Tney may 
be in their home*, with no wish to 
fight against anyone, when down 
cornea a‘ bomb loaded with hundreds 
of pounds of esploeive. This fact adds 
to the reasons why almost all people 
living today want a peaceful world 
to lire in.
